ront of the Attack being finifh’d, the 
D. of Vendome order’d Saps to be made 
to poffefs himfelf of the 3 Angles of the 
Counterfearp. He forbid any Lodgment to be made 
upon thofe Angles, till the Mines the Befieged had 
prepar'd there were difcover'd. Wherefore the Miners 
were ferto work, and the 2d inftant they difcover'd 
the Enemies Mine on the Right ; they made another 
under it, and the third blew both up together, Our 
Men took Poft in the Hole made upon the blowing 
up of thefe Mines, and the Night after lodg’d them- 
felves on the Angle of the Baftion on the Righr, 
whence the Enemies were driven by a great Fire of 
~Grenadoes. They return’d along the cover'd Way, 
and incommoded the Workmen very much ; but the 
two Companies of Grenadiers, of the Regiments of 
Vendome, and. Beaujolois, mounted the Counter- 
- {carp, and drove them off again with their {mall Shot. 
~The sth. two other Mines were difcover'd, one at 
the Angle of the half Moon, and the other at the 
Angle of the Baftion on the Left. The Night be- 
tween the 5th and 6th our Men poffefs'd themfelves 
intitely of the cover’d Way,which the Enemies aban- 
don’d, tho’ it was very broad, to retire into their Tra- 
verfes on the Right and Left. We are working 
snow to, raife Batteries on the cover'd Way, to batter 
the Foot of the two Baftions and. the Curtain, and 
the’ Half Moon which is very low.. The Enemies 
have put 200 Men into the latter, but we hope to 
diflodge them by our Bombs and a Battery of four 
Cannon which have begun to fire. The Ditch is 
dry, except a fhallow Trench in the middle ‘of it. 
But there are great Breaches already in the Baftions, 
which Breaches will quickly be made larger by the 
Fire of 40 Pieces of Cannon that are to be placed on 
the cover'd Way. The 4th a Bomb fet Fire to one 
of the Magazines in the Place, which burnt all the 
Nighr after and part of the next day. A Deferter 
from’ the Camp of .Crefcentino reports, that the 
Enemies Troops fuffer extreamly, that they are forc'd 
to have Forrage brought to them from Turin, and 
that there are frequent Quarrels between the Ger- 
mans and the Piemontois. We have had but about 
50 Men kill'd, and 250 wounded during the Siege. 
The Duke of Sayoy came the 3d inftant and yefter- 
day likewife, to take a View of the Poft of Tricero, 
which the Duke of Vendome has caus’d ro be for- 
tified, and is defended by 2 Regiments of Dragoons, 
to keep a Communication with Trino, and with 
the Camp of Count Albergotti on the other fide of 
the Po, 20K

The Siege of Vercelli goes on but 
flowly, the Duke of Vendome being refolv'd to {pare 
his Troops as much as poflible. The 1ft inftant ac 
day-break the Enemy made an Affault upon the Our 
work that covers the Baftion of St. Andrew. <The 
Governour had Intelligence of their Defign,and there- 


fore made Preparation to receive them accordingly. 


The Enemy made a very vigorous Attack; but the 
Befieged defended themfelves with fo great Bravery, 


‘that after 3 hours obftinate Fighr, the Enemy were 


oblig’d to retire, leaving on the Ground about 2000 
Men kill'd, among them 2 Lieutenant Generals and 
feveral Officers. 
From the Paris Gazette, dated July 19. 
Parts, July 19. Letters of the 5th of this Month 
from the Blockade of Montmeillan fay, that the Mar- 
quefs of Marfilly who commands the Troops em- 
ploy’d in that Service, has at length quite ruin’d the 
Stone Bridge on the Ifere with his Artillery. The

fin, July 21. The roth the Baron de Trogne, by 


order of Monfieur d’Auverquerque, repair'd to Huy; 
where finding a Body of 4000 Men Horfe and Foot, 
with 4 Pieces of Cannon, he match’d the fame day, 
in Order to take Poft the Night following in the Ene- 
mies Lines near Heilliffen, the-Enemies Troops. be- 


_ing all march’d up to Namur: Orders were given for 


detaching 100 Men out of each Batrallion to fuftain 
Monfieur de Tsogne, till the reft of the Army could 
get up with him ; but. juft when’ this Derachmenc 
was going to march, we.learn’d by a Spy, that the 
Enemy had Intelligence of our Defign, .and had fen 
Troops towards Heillifen to prevent the Execution 
of it; on this Advice Monfieur d’Auverquerque im- 
mediately difpatch’d an Exprefs to the Baron de 
Trogne, ordering him to retire ; but the Baron fend- 


ing Word back that he had actually taken Poft in the — 


Lines and expected to be fuftain’d, Moufieur d’Au- 
verquerque march'd with all poffible Expedition to 
joyn him ; but in the March he met the Baron de 
Trogne, retreating before 15 of the Enemies Squa- 
drons ; which Squadrons at fight of us, retir’d back 


to their Lines ; after which our Army recurn’d hi- 


ther. 
From the Amfterdam Gazette, dated July 25. _ 

From the Camp at Baffevelde, July 20. The 14th 
the Generals order’d a Detachment of 200 Foot, fup- 
ported by the Regiment of Dragoons of Walef, to 
take a View of the Enemy who were throwing up 
fome Works neat Ghent to cover that Town from a 
Bombardment; but the Peafants employ’d in thofe 
Works abandon’d them, and fled all away apon be 
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firft Difcharge our Men made. The 15th a fecond 
Detachment was made of 900 Fufileers, 300 Gree 
nadiers, and 200 Horfe and Dragoons, who march’d 
at 4 in the Morning, and in the Evening arriv’d at 
Sluys, whence they went between 9 and 10 a Clock 
to furprize the Fort of Beckaf,which is advantagioufly 


fituated on the Canal of Bruges ; The Enemies were 


at work to make Additions ro the Fortifications of it, 
tho’ it was before furrounded with a dry Ditch and 
with Pallifodoes, and lay under the Cannon of 
Damme ; there were 60 or 80 Men in the Fort, with 
a Captain and a Lieutenant ; and 4 Batrallions lay 
very near it. The March of our Men was very 
fecrer, and they got to the Fort at 2a Clock in the 
Morning, Monfieur d’Edom, who was likewife de- 
tach'd from Sluys with 300 Men, having pafs’d the 
Canal, gave the Signal for the Attack ; Whereupon 
Monfieur Fournier who commanded,.the Detach- 
ment that march’d from hence, affaulted the Fort on 
the other fide, with 200 Grenadiers, which were fup- 
ported by the Prince of Naffau Saarbruck with 400 

eers. At the firft Difcharge the Enemies aban- 
bon’d the Fort, which was firft enter’d by Monfieur 
Fournier ; fome Detachments were fent to purfue 
the flying Enemies, who pick’d up 12 or 13 of chem. 
Our Men demolith’d the Fort. P.S. The Regiment 
of Pauw is embark’d ar Sas van Ghent, where 184 
Veffels are gor together, in order to carry fome Re- 
giments to the Army commanded by Monfieur d’Au- 
verquerque.
